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REMARKS 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103 

Claims 1-3, 5-9 and 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Makino (Pub. No.; US2005/0107118) in view of 
Kota et al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0204065). 

In response to these rejections, applicant has amended independent 
claim 8 to patentably define the claim over the cited reference. Applicant 
also has amended independent claim 16 in respect of minor informalities 
only. 

Applicant now respectfully traverses the rejections for the following 
reasons: 

Regarding independent claim 1, the present invention provides a 
multifunctional portable electronic device having a first housing and a 
second housing pivotally connected therewith. The portable electronic 
device comprises means for capturing pictures or images, a vision window, 
and a display screen. The means is arranged in an outer face of the 
first housing of the e lectronic device. The vision window is defined 
through the first housing, substantially adjacent to said means. The 
display screen is positioned on an inner face of the second housing of the 
electronic device, corresponding to the position of the vision window. 
\ An image shown on the display screen can be previewed through the 

\ vision window, when the electronic device is in a closed position for 
photograp hin g a user. The image can be previewed directly on the 
t display screen when the electronic device is in an open position to 

photograph other objects. 

Makino discloses a portable electronic device having an upper half 
case ["first housing"] (2) and a lower half case ["second housing"] (3). A 
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CCD camera f"means for capturing pictures o r images"! m is below 
the upper case (2V as seen in FIG 2 . Makino fails to teach the camera 
being arranged in an outer face of the first housing of the electronic 

device . 

In addition, Makino discloses an auxiliary optical cover (5) formed 
with a half-mirror treated surface 51, as seen in FIG 2. Referring to 
column 3, paragraphs 32-33, the user's sel f image can be caught on the 
auxiliary optical cover (5). when the user' s self image is to be 
photographed with the CCD camera (7) . The auxiliary optical cover 
(5) not only performs the function of a light emission window of the 
auxiliary light source (8), but also performs the function of a inirror 
member wherein the subject is caught on the half-mirror treated 
surface 51 of the auxiliary optical cover 5 . Makino does not disclose 
that a liquid crystal display (6) shows an image from the CCD camera (7). 
Makino only discloses that the half-mirror treated surface 51 shows the 
image from the CCD camera (7). Accordingly, a transparent display 
window (4n of Makino also cannot show the image from the CCD 
camera (7) . Therefore, Makino fails to disclose that an image shown on 
the display screen can be previewed through the vision w indow when 
the electronic device is in a closed position for ph otographing a user. 
as recited in claim 16 regarding the "second position." 

Furthermore, Makino also fails to disclose that th e image can be 
previewed directly on the display screen when the electronic device is 
in an open position to photograph other objects . Although Kota 
discloses a mobile phone (1) including a first housing ["first housing"] 
(100) and a second housing ["second housing"] (200), the first housing 
(100) of this mobile phone (1) has an inner surface (101) which is 
invisible when the two housings are folded together in a closed position. 
The inner surface (101) is equipped with a main display section (102) . 
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The outer surface ["outer face"] (103) of the first housing (101) is 
equipped with a camera section ["means for capturing pictures or images"] 
(104). If the display window cover portion (41) of Makino were to be 
disposed in the outer surface (103) of the first h ousing (101) of Kota, 
the display window cover portion (41) might not sho w anv image 
because of obstruction bv the main display section (102), Thus, the 
proposed combination of Makino with Kota would be liable to be 
inoperative or unworkable. In other words, Kota teaches away from the 
mobile phone thereof being combined with the subject matter of a 
reference such as Makino. One of ordinary skill would have had no or 
insufficient motivation to combine the two cited references to arrive at the 
claimed invention. 

In summary, applicant submits that Makino in view of Kota docs not 
teach or suggest the invention as currently set forth in claim L Claim 1 
is submitted to be unobvious and patentable under 35 U.S.C. 103 over 
Makino in view of Kota, Accordingly, corresponding dependent claims 
2-3 and 5-7 should also be patentable under U.S.C. 103 over Makino in 
view of Kota. 

Regarding amended independent claim 8, the present invention 
provides a multifunctional portable electronic device having an upper 
housing and a lower housing pivotally connected therewith. A vision 
window is defined through the upper housing, A display for 
displaying images is defined on an inner face of the lower housing. A 
camera is mounted on an outer face of the upper housing. The 
display is positioned at a location corresponding to the vision window 
when the electronic device is in a closed position, so that an image 
from the camera can be viewed through the vision window, 

Makino discloses a portable electronic device having an upper half 
case ["upper housing"] (2) and a lower half case ['lower housing"] (3). 
A CCD camera [" camera*! (7) is below the upper half case (2), as 
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seen in FIG 2 . Makino fails to teach the camera being mounted on an 
outer face of the upper housing . 

Furthermore, Makino discloses an auxiliary optical cover (5) formed 
with a half-mirror treated surface 51, as seen in FIG 2. Referring to 
column 3, paragraphs 32-33, the user's sel f image can be caught on the 
auxiliary optical cover (Sk when the user's self image is to be 
photographed with the CCD camera (T) . The auxiliary optical cover 
(5) not only performs the function of a light emission window of the 
auxiliary light source (8), but also performs the function of a mirror 
member wherein the subject is caught on the h alf-mirror treated 
surface SI of the auxiliary optical cover S . Makino does not disclose 
that a liquid crystal display (6) shows an image from the CCD camera (7). 
Makino only discloses that the half-mirror treated surface 51 shows the 
image from the CCD camera (7). Accordingly, a transparent display 
window (41) of Makino also cannot show the im age from the CCD 
camera (7) . Therefore, Makino fails to disclose that an image from the 
camera can be viewed through the vision window. 

Although Kota discloses a mobile phone (1) including a first housing 
["upper housing"] (100) and a second housing ["lower housing"] (200), 
the first housing (100) of this mobile phone (1) has an inner surface (101) 
which is invisible when the two housings are folded together in a closed 
position. The inner surface (101) is equipped with a main display 
section a 02 V The outer surface ["outer face"] (103) of the first housing 
(101) is equipped with a camera section ["camera"] (104). If the display 
window cover portion (41) of Makino is disposed in the o uter surface 
(1031 of the first housing (101). the display window cover portion (41) 
might not show anv image because of obstruction bv the main display 
section (102) . Thus, the proposed combination of Makino with Kota 
would be liable to be inoperative or unworkable. In other words, Kota 
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teaches away from the mobile phone thereof being combined with the 
subject matter of a reference such as Makino. One of ordinary skill 
would have had no or insufficient motivation to combine the two cited 
references to arrive at the claimed invention. 

In summary, applicant submits mat Makino in view of Kota does not 
teach or suggest the invention as currently set forth in claim 8. Claim 8 
is submitted to be unobvious and patentable under 35 U.S.C. 103 over 
Makino in view of Kota. Accordingly, corresponding dependent claims 9 
and 11-15 should also be patentable under U.S.C. 103 over Makino in 
view of Kota. 

Regarding independent claim 16, the present invention provides a 
portable electronic device having a base cover and a flip cover. The base 
cover has an inner surface and an outer surface. A display is defined on 
the Inner surface of the base cover . The flip cover is pivotable between 
a first position and a second position relative to the base cover. A 
camera is mounted to the flip cover. When the camera faces 
outwardly and takes other's pictures, the fl ip cover is in the first 
position (an open position}, When the camera faces inwardly and 
takes a self-user's pictures, the flip cover is mov ed to the second 
position fa closed position) . 

Makino discloses a portable electronic device having an upper case 
["flip cover"] (2) and a lower half case ["base cover"] (3). A CCD 
camera ["camera"! (7) is below the upper case (2). as see n in FIG. 2. 
Makino fails to teach die camera being mounted to the flip cover. 

Furthermore, Makino also fails to disclose that wh en the camera 
faces outwardly and takes other's pictures, the flip cover is moved to 
the first position . Kota discloses a mobile phone (1) including a first 
housing ["flip cover"] (100) and a second housing ["base cover"] (200), 
wherein the first housing (100) of this mobile phone (1) has an inner

surface (101) which is invisible when the two housings are folded together 
in a closed position. The inner surface (101) is equipped with a main 
display section (102) . The outer surface (103) of the first housing (101) 
is equipped with a camera section ["camera"] (104). The second housing 
(200) has a subsidiary display section (201) on the outer surface (206), 
as seen in FIGS, la, lb, lc. The user can shoot while monitoring a 
picture image on the main display section (102) or the subsidiary display 
section (201). 

Makino discloses that a display window cover (41) is disposed in the 
outCT surface of the upper half case ["flip cover] (2). If the display 
window cover portion (41) of Makino were to be disposed in the outer 
surface (103^ of the first housing (101> of Koto, the display window 
cover portion (4H might not show anv image because of o bstruction 
bv the main display section (102) . Thus, the proposed combination of 
Makino with Kota would be liable to be inoperative or unworkable. 

In addition, although the subsidiary display section (201) of Kota 
is different from the display window cover portion ( 4n of Makino. the 
function of the subsidiary display section (20n of Kota is the same as 
that of the display window cover portion (41) of Makino . 

Kota mainly resolves the problems of stable shooting posture and 
proper storage. With the subsidiary display section (201) on the outer 
surface (206) of the second housing, the mobile telephone can have a 
preferred shooting orientation akin to that of a common camera. 
Referring to page 4, paragraph 60 of Kota, it is disclosed that if the 
subsidiary display section (201) is provided on the first housing (100), the 
user must first hold the first housing, and then hold the second housing to 
open the first housing. As explicitly stated therein, this hand-changing 
step is excessive and unnecessary . Thus, Kota teaches that the 
subsidiary display section (201) being on the first housing is notfavorable, 
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such positioning corresponding to the second position recited in claim 16 
hereof. 

Therefore, Kota teaches away from the mobile phone thereof being 
combined with the subject matter of a reference such as Makino. One of 
ordinary skill would have had no or insufficient motivation to combine the 
two cited references to arrive at the claimed invention. 

In summary, applicant submits that Makino in view of Kota does not 
teach or suggest the invention as currently set forth in claim 16. Claim 
16 is submitted to be unobvious and patentable under 35 U.S.C 103 over 
Makino in view of Kota. Accordingly, corresponding dependent claims 
17-19 should also be patentable under U.S.C. 103 over Makino in view of 
Kota. 

Claims 4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Makino (Pub. No.: US 2005/0107118) in view of Kota 
ct al. (Pub. No.: US 2004/0204065) as applied to claims 1 and 8 above, 
and further in view of Lai et al. (Pub. No.: US 2002/0086702) 

Applicant refers to and relies on the above assertions regarding 
patentability of claims 1 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103 over Makino in view 
of Kota. Applicant respectfully submits that Lai does not provide any 
additional teaching to the teachings of Makino in view of Kota which 
might lead one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the portable electronic 
device of independent claims 1 and 8. That is, independent claims 1 and 
8 are submitted to be unobvious and patentable over Makino and Kota in 
view of Lai. On this basis, claims 4 and 10 should be allowable as being 
dependent on independent claims 1 and 8 respectively. 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, the subject 
application is believed to be in a condition for allowance, and an action to 
such effect is earnestly solicited.
